I presume he has 
accidentally let a few remarks fall con- 
cerning the matter, and from these the story - 
sprang, although it really has no foundation 
in fact.”’ 

The New York report reads as follows: 

“New York, Dec. 16.—[Special.]}—The Ni- 
agara electric combine, which practically 
owns Niagara Falls and the Erie Canal, 
through friendly grants from the State, has 
extended its operations to Chicago. 

“It has obtained from the trustees the 
right to use the vast water power of the 
great drainage canal, constructed by the 
City’of Chicago for drainage purpose, at a 
cost of $20,000,000. Its franchise empowers 
the combine to transform the water power 
into electricity, to use the canal for naviga- 
tion, to supply the power for such traffic, to 
occupy the canal lands to run its wires into 
Chicago, and to furnish light, heat, and pow- 
er to that city. 

“The control of this waterway by the 
lakes and Erie Canal to New York is a 
realization not outside the ambitious dreams 
of the capitalists interested in this electrical 
development.”’

ARTISTS FIND FAULT WITH BXBIBIT. 


Chicago Members Charge the Hanging 
Committee with Giving Prefer- 
ence to Their Own Work. 


Among Chicago artists who are members 
of the Society of Western Artists, whose first 
exhibition is now on view at the Art Insti- 
tute, there are many who find fault with the 
work of the Hanging committee of local 
artists. Their criticism is the committee 
gave their own works choice places on the 
walls of the galleries, and in some instances 
put the work of artists of other cities in 
places not so advantageous. 

The artists who bring this charge say the 
Hanging committee should have looked 
upon ‘themselves as representative of Chi- 
cago artists in general, and given visiting 
artists the best places. From an artistic 
standpoint they have no fault to find, saying 
the galleries, 
harmony, are hung better than any exhibi- 
tion recently seen in this city.

TEST FOR AN ASSISTANT “LAMPIST.” 


Examination to Be Held for a New Po-« 
sition Created in the Chicago 
Postofiice. 


The United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion will hold an examination at the Post- 
office Building on Jan. 5 next for the posi- 
tion of assistant “ lampist ”’ of the Postoffice 


Y Building. 


“‘Lampist ” is a mew word. Its origin is 
ascribed by some of the members of the 
Civil Service Commission to Postmaster 
diesing. A “ lampist”’ is a man who doesn’t 
know enough about electricity to be called 
an electrician, but who is too well posted to 
ibe designated a lamp trimmer. The word 
wwas coined because the commission did not 
want professional electricians to apply for 
the examination. 

The duties of a “ lampist ’ are to care for 
the lamps. An assistant lampist is, -there- 
fore, the man who helps the “ lampist.” 
/The word “ lampist”’ is neither in the dic- 
tionaries or the Postoffice directory. 

The examination is to be held in Room 41 
of the Postoffice Building. Persons who 
desire to compete for the position of assist- 
ant “lampist ” should apply to Peter New- 
ton, Secretary of the Civil Service Exam- 
diners, Room 41. After having been executed 
the application should be forwarded to the 
Civil Service Commission at Washington.

Then he 
led the party to the coach and at the door 
met his brother Abner, who had come on 
from: Pennsylvania to join the President- 
elect during the Chicago visit. 


Announcement Causes a Flutter. 

The announcement that President-elect 
McKinley would come to Chicago to accom- 
pany Mrs. McKinley on her return trip to 
Canton caused a flutter in both reenter mes 
Social circles of the city. . The statement 
that Maj. McKinley would be here only a 
short time, and that his visit would have no 
purpose other than to see the future mistress 
of the White House safely home, did not in 
the least diminish the interest felt in the 
event? 

While that might be the intention of Maj. 
McKinley on leaving Canton, circumstances 
migat induce him to alter his plans. There 
are more people here than 4 large force of 
census takers could enumerate in a month 
who will be deeply disappointed if the pro- 
gram as originally announced shovld be 
rigidly observed. 

Social circles will be on the qui vive until 
the arrangements for the reception and en- 
tertainment of the distinguished guest are 
definitely known. It would not require, it 
is held, more than a day’s notice in Ch‘cago 
to get up anything that could be named in 
the entertainment line, and all that will be 
waited for is the consent of Maj. and Mrs. 
McKinley. 

Hope Maj. McKinley May Yield. 

It is believed a program will be arranged 
bythe time Maj. McKinley arrives, and that 
there will be such a pressure, gentle yet sus- 
tained, and frém all sides, that he will be 
loath to say nay.

Whatever plans are being made, the 
details have not yet been settled, afid-all 
parties are maintaining a discreet silence.

Normand 8. Patton has been a resident of 
Chicago since 1857.

He re- 
ceived his elementary education in tlie Chi- 
cago schools and afterward went to Amherst, 
being graduatedin 1873. Hespent two years 
at the Massachusetts Technological Igsti- 
tute in Boston. After two years of travel in 
Europe he returned to America. . Four years 
were spent in the office of the Supervising 
Architect at Washington and in 1884 hecame 
to Chicago, where he established himself in 
business. In 1887 he entered into a partner- 
ship with Reynolds Fisher and is still a mem- 
ber of the firm of Patton & Fisher. 

Mr. Patton designed the Academy of Sci- 
ences Building in Lincoln Park, the Armour 
Institute, the Armour flats, and the Chicago 
Theologicai Seminary. He was President of 
the Chicago Municipal League and was 
largely instrumental in having the Lake- 
Front Park transferred to the South Park 
Commissioners.

MUSIC AROUSES.HER FROM LETHARGY 


Mamie Steinhaus Is Brought to Con- 


sciousness After a Sleep of Nine- 
teen Days’ Duration. 


— 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 16.—[Special.}—The 
soft, swelling strains of the violin awakened 
Mamie Steinhaus of No. 1020 South Fourth 
street from the sleep or lethargy in which she 
had been for nineteen days. 

Three weeks ago Mamie Steinhaus was 
afflicted with a mysterious malady whicn 
has puzzled her physicians. She came home 
talking incoherently and in a state of nerv- 
ous excitement, saying she had been fright- 
ened by a policeman. She was put to bed 
and relapsed into a state of lethargy from 
which Dr. Staller, her attending physician, 
could not rouse her. 

Yesterday he decided to try the effects of 
music on the patient, and two girl violinists 
residing in the neighborhood were sum- 
moned. The sleeper did not move at first, 
but as the strains increased in volume Mamie 
twitched nervously. Then she turned over, 
and with her face against the pillow ap- 
peared to murmur in her slumbers. A few 
moments later she opened her eyes and 
asked for a drink of water. A glass was 
placed to her lips, and taking a sip she sank 
back, but only for a moment, and then she 
appéared to awaken more thoroughly, al- 
though she refused food. 

Then she was seized with a fit of hysterical 
laughter, which continued for over two 
hours. Then, apparently tired, she would 
have again relapsed into slumber had not 
Dr. Staller ordered her plunged in a cold 
bath. This entirely revived her, as she 
emerged Shivering and cold. She recognized 
her parents and twin sisters, and then fell 
into a natural sleep. Her ultimate recovery 
is thought to be assured. 

The music, the physician claims, quieted 
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the slumberer’s nerves to such an extent that 
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Maceo's. presence in the district, believing 
him to be still west of the trocha. . But, 
learning that a Spanish fort on the San 
Pedro had been fired on that morning by in- 
surgents, he started out on a reconnolitering 
tour at the head of a remnant of the San 
Quentin battalion, accompanied by a force 
of local guerrillas under Capt. Peral. The 
latter’s men were dressed in a manner sim- 
ilar to that of the insurgent troops and they 
marched in the vanguard of the Spanish col- 
umn. 

Mistaking these for Sanchez’s vanguard, 
challenges having been made and counter- 
signs given satisfactorily, Maceo, surround- 
éd by the members of his staff and a hand- 
ful of followers, advanced with all confidence 
to meet his friends, when the guerrillas re- 
ceived them with a rifle volley. 


Falls at the First Fire. 

Maceo fell at the first fire, his men, tem- 
porarily disconcerted with the surprise, re- 
tiring by the flanks. 

Young Gomez, though he had been pre- 
viously wounded at the trocha, and still 
had his arm in a sling, assisted, as the en- 
gagement became general, in dragging his 
chief to a place of temporary safety on the 
grass and remained by his side until, real- 
izing that they had been abandoned, Gomez 
wrote the note to his parents which has been 
previously telegraphed, and then committed 
suicide by shooting himself with a revolver. 

After the fight the Spanish scout Santa 
Afia, accompanied by the bugler of the San 
Quentin Battalion, while reconnoitering the 
fleld° im quest of documents and other ob- 
jects of importance or value, ran upon the 
body of Maceo, who was still alive. 


“I Die for Cuba.” 


As the bugler pulled the ring from his 
finger Maceo asked in an agonized tone if 
they were Spaniards or Cubans. 

“ Spaniards,” said the bugler, and he 
raised his machete as the dying chief said: 
*“*T die for Cuba and independence.” 

As the knife came down almost severing 
the victim’s head from his body the seout 
interposing remarked: “ That man resem- 
bles Maceo.” 

“Impossible,” responded 
‘“* Maceo is in Pinar del Rio.” 

The scout insisted that at least it was a 
chief of some importance, and, tying the 
body by the feet to his horse's tail, he pro- 
ceeded. 

Meanwhile the insurgents, learning that 
their chief’s body was in Spanish hands 
and being evidently reinforced, rallied? and 
made a new attack and succeeded in recov- 
ering the body. The Spanish officers, un- 
aware of its importance, cut it loose as an 
unnecessary impediment. 

It thus seems that Maj. Cirujeda did not 
know that his forces had encountered and 
killed Maceo till after reaching Guatao at 
nightfall and reading the documents. 

Dr. Zertucha’s Statements. 

The full statements of Dr. Zertucha have 
not been allowed to be telegraphed even to 
Madrid. 

It develops that Maceo left Ruis Rivera In 
charge in Pinar del Rio and came to Havana 
Province with the object of assisting in car- 
rying out the plans of Gomez of reorganiz- 
ing the troops in the central provinces, to 
gather an army of from 10,000 to 20,000, and 
to prepare for a decisive and final blow in- 
tended to end the war. 

It is alleged that Maceo considered the 
trocha a good thing for the insurgents, and 
that it would indirectly be an aid in carry- 
ing out Gomez's plans. Gomez had compli- 
mented Maceo upon the manner in which his 
organization in Pinar del Rio had been ef- 
fected by the formation of battalions and 

the distribution of arms by 
zones, the putting on a war footing of 12,000 
men, the establishment of shops, salt works, 
and hospitals, and the keeping up of commu- 
nication frequently by small boats to the 
Florida coast. 

Dr. Zertucha says that Maceo never wore 
the insignia of his rank. He adds that the 
party left Pinar del Rio amply prepared to

** Every person who, within the territory 
or jurisdiction of the United States, begins 
or sets on foot or provides or prepares the 
means for any military expedition or enter- 
prise to be carried on from thence against . 
the territories or dominions of any foreign 
Prince or State, colony, district, or people, 
with whom the United States are at peace, 
shall be deemed guilty of a high misde- 
meanor and shall be -fined not 
$3,000 and imprisoned for not more than 
three years.” , 


Audience Would Be Guilty. 


Under this section the audience and the 
performers, as well as the managers, would 
be equally guilty.

CAMBRON RESOLUTION IN FAVOR. 


Likely to Be Reported by the Senate 
Foreign Committee. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations held a meet- 
ing today which was devoted to a considera- 
tion of the Cuban resolutions which have 
been referred to it. No action was taken 
and the committee adjourned to meet on Fri- 

day. 

It was said that the sentiment of the com- 
mittee was favorable toward reporting one 
of the resolutions, though its form was wot 
determined. The postponement of action 
until Friday was for the purpose of securing 
further information from the State Depart- 
ment-as to the situation in Cuba, especially 
as to the latest developments in the island. 

There is also a desire on the part of mem- 
bers of the committee to ascertain exactly 
what was reported by Consul-General Lee. 
Many documents can be sent to the commit- 
tee or to individual membets of it which the 
department might not wish to be made pub- 
lic at this time. 

Senators Sherman, Cameron, and Turpie 
were appdinted a subcommittee to go to the 
State Department and confer with Sécretary 
Olmey for the purpose of seeing if he had 
any further information which might be 
placed at the disposal of the committee and 
also to ascertain more particularly his views 
upon the effect of any definite declaration 
by Congress. The question was raised inthe 
committee that action by Congress might 
produce results of great seriousness, and 
this had the effect of postponing action 
today. 

Time to Ignore Precedents. 

Another point raised was that it would be 
in violation of all precedent for Coneress to 
recognize republicS or other forms of new 
governments, but several members declared 
that the time for ignoring precedents -had 
arrived, consequently it is predicted that on 
Friday the Cameron resolution will be re- 
ported favorably. 

The Cameron resolution, as introduced, ts 
as follows: 


“ Resolved, by the Senate and the House 


of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the 
independence of the Republic of Cuba be 
and the same Is hereby acknowledged by the 
United States of America. 

** Sec, 2, That the United States should use 
its friendly offices with the Govermment of 
Spain to bring to a close the war between 
Spain and Cuba.” ; 

Might Interfere with Vacation. 

One reasog given for the delay is that al- 
though the committee may report a resoln- 
tion it is not desirable to have it passed be- 
fore the holiday recess. The result of pass- 
ing such a resolution by the Senate might 
be such as to demand immediate action by 
Congress, and, by the terms of the resolution 
already agree to, Congress will not be in ses- 
sion from Dec. 22 until Jan. 5. 

The committee took no vote on any prop- 
osition, but there was sufficiently general ex- 
pression of opinion to lead the friends of a 
deciaration favorable to Cuban independence 
to conciude that if a vote had been taken they 
would have won. While all the resélutions 
before the committée were read afid com- 
mented upon the general tendency was to- 
wards the simple declaration for independ- 
ence contained in the Cameron joint resolu- 
tion, which was introduced immediately 
-after the close of last week’s meeting, and 
it is believed that an affirmative vote would 
have been reached on a proposition em- 
bodying this idea but fon the plea of some of 
the more conservative members for delay 
with the hope of getting more definite ir- 
formation than is now obtainable. 


Peru Mourns Maceo’s Death. 

Lima, Peru, Dec. 16.—All of the newspa- 
pers of Lima have published articles on the 
death of Antonio Maceo in Cuba, costaining 
lamentations over his untimely end, and 
saying that while — is doubling her ef- 
forts to conquer Cuba, she is fast losing 
the little remaining sympathy she has in 
Europe. 


Europe and American Interference.

Maceo’s Death Again Confirmed. 

The confirmation of Gen. Maceo’s death 
from an authorized insurgent source which 
I. wired Saturday night was obtained by a 
special emissary from Brig.-Gen. Castillo, 
the second in command to Gen. Aguirre, and 
came direct from insurgent headquarters. 
As Castillo’s Cuban brigade received Gen. 
Maceo on his arrival in Havana Province 
after crossing the trocha, and as Castillo 


commanded Gen. Maceo’s vanguard in the 


fight with Cirujedas’ Spanish column near 
Punta Brava, where the noted patriot leader 
fell, his message to the World confirming 
the report of Gen. Maceo’s death left no 
room for further doubt. 

Zertuchas Flees for Safety. 

Dr. Zertuchas’ life having been threatened 
by Cubans, he came to Havana on Sunday 
and took refuge in the Cabanas Castle while 
abate ay | an opportunity to sail for Spain 
having been summoned there fora personal 
conference with the Minister of War. 


Commanders Want an Investigation. 


The Spanish naval authorities here resent 
Gen. Weyler’s claim that Maceo passed the 
trocha by sea. A formal protest, signed by 
numerous commanders of the coast guard 
fleet, has been forwarded to the Minister of 
Marine at Madrid with a request that he Jay 
it before the Cabinet and recommend an in- 
vestigation to relieve the navy of an unjust 
charge. : 

Rebels Bombard Mayabas. 
. Private Santa Clara advices say the Town 
of Mayabas was bombarded by the rebel 
forces under Pancho Carrillo and captured 
after a three-days’ siege. The adjoining 
Town of Pacitas is now menaced. 

Cubans here deny the Spanish report of 
Gen. Lacret’s death from dysentery. They 
gay he has not even been ili and is in active 
command now of the insurgents operating 
in Matanzas Province. A rumor“is current 
today that he was captured by Spanish 
troops in a hospital and-put to the machete 
with the other inmates, but this story is un- 
confirmed. 

Insurgents Raid El Cobre. 

+ My correspondent in Santiago reports that 
the neighboring Town of El Cobre was 
raided lately by insurgents led by Quintin 
Bandera, that the stores were sacked, and 
that several residents were strung up to 
lamp posts. The local fort made little re- 
sistance.. The rebels only retired upon the 
approach of Spanish reinforcements from 
Santiago. ; 

A Nuevitas letter reports a new rebel 
dynamite explosion, the bomb wrecking a 
military train on the Puerto Principe rail- 
way near Minas. Several officers and pri- 
vates were wounded, but nobody was killed. 

News by way of Sagua la Grande reports 
that the Town of Quemado de Guines has 
been raided and that fifty houses there have 
been burned. 

Neutrals No Longer Recognized. 

Pacificos in the rural districts about Sa- 
tacra, Matanzas Province, are terror-strick- 
en. Rebel bands are sweeping west, burn- 
ing all buildings Along the route in compli- 
ance with an order issued by Gen. Gomez. 
Pacificos no longer are respected. The able- 
bodied farmers are compelled to join the 
rebel ranks or move within the Spanish 
Neutrals no longer are recognized. 
Everybody must be on one side or the other. 

The invaders from the East are bringing 
a dynamite gun,.and several mountain can- 
son. Most of the men are unmounted, but 
all apparently well armed. 
Reinforcements for Menaced Outposts. 

The menaced Spanish outposts in Santa 
Clara and Matanzas Provinces are urgently 
requesting reinforcements. Geh. Weyler is 
hurrying assistance by both sea and land. 

Ten to fifteen thousand recruits fresh from 
Spain have been landed at Calbarein. It is 
evidently the Spanish plan to cut off Gen. 
Carrio and prevent his invasion of Ma- 
tanzas. 

Special Decree for Military Service. 

The Havana papers predict a special decree 
about New Year’s calling all loyal, able- 
bodied males of the island into active mili- 
tary service.. It is calculated this will give 
Gen. Weyler at least 100,000 more recruits, 
and avert the necessity of further reinforce- 
ments from Spain. 

Many Spanish sugar planters in the central 
provinces, disregarding Gen. Weyler’s order 
prohibiting it, are preparing to grind. 

Influential persons are pulling political 
wires in Madrid to induce Premier Canovas 
to Krave Gen. Weyler withdraw his opposi- 
tion in cases where the planters are willing 
to organize and maintain at their own ex- 
pense a special militia force to protect their 
plantations. 


REPORTED TO HAVE LANDED SAFELY 
United States Warships Fail to Over- 
take Three Friends. 

Key West, Fila., Dec. 16.—[Special.}—Much 
to the joy of the Cubans and their sympa- 
thizers the warships Raleigh and Newark 
came in this noon, having failed to secure 
any’ trace of the saucy and slippery Three 
Friends. The ships went far to the eastward 
and cruised diligently, but nothing could be 
seen. 

The steamer City of Key West was over- 
hauled by the Raleigh as it was creeping 
along near shore, but the disgusted warship 
gave it ample room as soon as it was identi- 
fied. It is stated among the knowing onés 
that the expedition is to land on the south- 
east side of the island, and Gen. Gomez has 
a large farce there waiting for it, to aid in 
landing and conveying the stores inland 

The Spanish Consul here has been fran- 
tically wiring to Havana about sending ves- 
sels off to interfere with the’ expedition, but 
it is said by the Cubans the Bermuda and 
Three Friends can take care of themselves 

The spongers coming in today say Span- 
ish warships aré numerous in the straits 
between here and Havana. No less than 
three war vessels and five or six -large 
launches have been sighted,

FLAGSHIP NEW YORK MAY. SAIL. 


Activity in the Navy and Reported 
Important Conferences. 

New York, Dée. 16.—The flagship New 
York, which has been undergoing repairs in 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, will leave on Sat- 
urday for Hampton Roads. A supply of am- 
munition from Fort Wadsworth is to be 
stored into the magazines of the vessel as 
#00n as it is taken out ofitsdoeck. This fact 
has led some of its officers to believe that 
the New York will not remain at Hampton 
Roads long, but will in all probability join 
the Raleigh and Newark off Key West. 

The remaining vessels of the squadron now 
andergoing repairs at the navy yards, both 
at this, and other stations, will, it is said, 
join the squadron at Key West, and the wir.- 
fer maneuvers Will in all pro ity take 
place off ecast of V uela. P 
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insurgent bands again attacked the Town of 
Placetas on Dec. 10. Reinforcements “were 
sent by rail from Remedios under command 
of 'Gen. Solano, who found that great ex- 
citement existed at Placetas, the stores be- 
ing closed. Gen. Solano’s cannon inflicted 
heavy losses upon‘*the insurgents. The 
forts kept up an incessant fire and the en- 
emy was finally forced to withdraw. 

The Town of Mayajibas, near Jaguayja, 
was also besieged, the land communications 
being interrupted. Gen. Solano ordered the 
troops of Cervante’s battalion to attack the 
insurgent forces of Pancho Cariilo, Pepe 
Gonzales, Nicasio, Mirabile, and Torres. A 
messenger arrived by boat via Estero Real 
and Caibarien who said the insurgents had 
warned families to leave the town, as it 
would be bémbarded. Maj. Garcia Faujal re- 
fused to surrender the plaza, despite the in- 
surgents’ threat to destroy the town, he 
telling them to cOmmence the bombardment 
as soon as they pleased, 

A majority of the families, however, left 
the town. The insurgents had hurled twelve 
dynamite bombs before a Spanish shell from 
the fort struck their dynamite gun and 
caused it to ex Bong Many of the insurgents 
were wound y this explosion, amongst 
them being the Cuban leader Sabrosa and 
two American gunners. At last advices the 
siege of this place still continued. 

On Dec. 10 the insurgents made a raid upon 
the Town of Quemada de Guines, after hav- 
ing set fire to the outskirts. They sacked 
the stores of the town and destroyed fifty 
buildings. The families in the town took 
refugeinthe fort. It is believed that Quintin 
Vidal led the raiders. 

Reports from the central trocha, which 
runs from Moron to Jucaro, in the western 
portion of Puerto Principe, are to the effect 
that many scattered insurgent parties are 
erossing it tothe westward, taking advantage 
of the darkest portions of the line which has 
not yet been lit by electricity. Cayita Al- 
verez, with 150 insurgents, is raiding the set- 
tlements around La Eeperenga, causing 
terror to the settlers. 

Admiral Narravo is at Dimas establishing 
a new hospital for sailors. 

Matanzas reports that numerous forces 
of insurgents have passed near Yaguayjay 
and are moving westward. 


WAR AS VIEWED 


Government Officials Informed the 
Rebels Are on the Run, 

Madrid, Dec. 16.--Dispatches received here 
from Havana say the pursuit of the Cuban 
insurgents is béfrig Very actively pursued, 
especially in the Provinces of Havana and 
Matanzas. Skirmishes are frequent, and 
the insurgents are reported to be retreating 
to the eastern end of the island. 

No attention secms to be paid here in offi- 
elal circles to the reports that Antonio 
Maceo was assassinated. The Spaniards say 
if the Cuban leader was poisoned he would 
have died at the table or in bed, and not on 
the field of battle. They add the superior 
number of the Insurgents in the engagement 
near Punta Brava with the Spanish troops 
under Maj. Cirujeda disposes of the idea of 
an ambush. 


INSURGENTS ACTIVE IN MANILLA. 
Spanish Troops in Great Number Are 
in Urga@ent Demand. 

Manilla, Dec. 16.—The Provinces of Bula- 
can, Cavite, and Laguna are still rebel 
strongholds. The Spanish garrison under 
Gen: Aguirre holds the town and fortress 
of old Cavite, though surrounded by rebels 
except on the coast, which the Spanish flo- 


tilla dominates. 

The situation at Manilla is very strange. 
The citizens are living in a state of siege, 
but admirable order” is preserved. Exe- 
cutions are of such common occurrence as 
to cause not the least excitement. 

The suburbs of the city for four miles 
away are subject to intermittent raids by 
the rebels, who, after exchanging shots with 
the Spanish pickets, retire toward Cavite, 
eight miles away. 

Effects of Bombardments. 

The effects of the bombardments are visi- 
ble on the outlying roads, which contain the 
luxurious residences of wealthy Spaniards 
and mestizos, wnich are now all deserted, 
and the streets of the city are guarded by 
troops. 

There is no panic and confidence is growing. 
Military bands play on afternoons, society 
takes its drives as usual, and the cafés are 
thronged, mostly by officers. 

The chief danger the Spanish dread is the 
spread of disaffection among the natives 
forming the third army of 2,800 men, all of 
Spanish descent. The latter are treacherous 
and disloyal excepting in a few regiments, 
but they are excellent «fighting material in 
guerrilla operations. They are hardy and 
brave and would be active and formidable 
for fresh European troops. 

The Spanish policy is to await reinforce- 
ments before overwhelming the rebels. Ag- 
gressive movements on a large scale are not 
yet possbbie. 

Active Insurgents Ntiimber 100,000. 


Gen. Blanco, in an interview, states that 
25,000 more troops are coming, which is 
sufficient indication of the extent of the re- 
bellion, which is supported by at least 100,- 
uO active insurgents. Of these one-quarter 
are armed and used to solid wurk, while 
many have only barbarous weapons. 

The leaders of the rebels are nearly all 
Chinese and mestizos. The latter display 
undoubted skill, while the natives ight well, 
though the Spanish troops make gallant at- 
tempts to dislodge them. 

(ien. Blanco leaves at the end of this 
month, to the great regret of tne people 
and the matives. He was trusted by the 
Spaniards and admired by foreigners, who 
respected his honest record. The church re- 
wards the change asa gain. Hia successor, 
Geh. Polavieja, is a typical soldier. 

Today an entire native column deserted at 
Ean José, in the Province of Bulacan, taking 
their equipments over to the rebels. 

One hundred and seventy prisoners have 
escaped from Cavite, but all were recaptured 
and shot. 

A Spanish column of 2,000 men with two 
guns has been dispatched to San José, with 
the object of dislodging the rebels, who are 
reported to number 8,000. 

Two thot#s#and men have arrived from 
Spain, well equipped, but unseasoi.ca. 

The news of Maceo’s death was received 
with great elation. 

There are three British warships, one Ger- 
man, and one French here.

* Sefior Quesada, Hotel Raleigh, Washing- 
ton, D.C.: Wegrieve for the gallant Maceo’s 
assassination, and heartily sympathize with 
your struggle for liberty. Cuba 
Executive committee of the Polish National 
Alliance.”’ 

Then $500 was voted, and it was decided 
to collect $2,000 more among the Polish 
citizens of Chicago. 

As the constitutions of all PolHsh national! 
bodies make it obligatory for them to assist 
all national struggles for independence, it is 
expected the other Polish organizations will 
vote money, in addition to the resolutions 
which they have already adopted. 

There are said to be many Poles in the city 
who are anxious to go to Cuba as volunteers. 
Circles and small organizations of these are 
being formed, and the question of aiding in 
the struggle for independence is the most 
prominent topic of conversation at the meet- 
ings of all Polish societies. The Polish Turn- 
ers and the Polish Young Men’s Alliance are 
among the most enthusiastic in the volunteer 
movement, while the Polish military organi- 
gations have declared that they will be gov- 
erned by the action of the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

Colored People’s Session. 

The mass-meeting of colored citizens held 
in behalf of Cuba last evening at the Bethel 
Church was attended by about 500 people, 
many of whom were native Cubans. The 

eeting was presided over by Dr. A. HK. Ab- 


bott and the speakers included some of the 


best-known colored pedple of the city. 
Mrs. Fannie Barrier Williams and Mrs. 
Ida B. Wells spoke in behalf ofthe women. 
Mrs. Williams made an eloquent appeal to 
her race to interest themselves in the cause. 
The negro, she said, had seen so much of the 


bitterness of slavery that he could appre- 


ciate the struggles and sacrifices being made 


to. get away from the tyranny of Spain. 


The addresses of Mrs. Williams and Mrs. 
Wells were loudly applauded. 

John L. Waller thought it was useless to 
pass resolutions when the Cubans were in 
need of money with which to buy arnis and 
medicines. He advocated the holding of 
another mass-meeting within a week, whose 
purpose should be the raising of a fund of 
money. 

' “* We want to help buy rifles to shoot the 
Spaniards down,” he said. “* Resolutions 
are all right, but they won't kill.

Within the last few days I have 
been receiving communications by every 
mail, in which men offer to take up arms for 
Cuba, if they only are told how to proceed. 
1 should say that I have received 500 such 
offers of enlistment within a month, many 
of which come from companies of from ten 
to a hundred men, I am sending letters and 
telegrams constantly to these men, telling 
them there is no way of sending them:to 
Cuba. 

Arms Rather than Men Wanted. 

“tT am authorized by Thomas BEstrada 
Palma, President of the Cuban Junta at 
Washington, to say that no onein the United 
States is authorized to enlist men for the 
Cuban army. In a conversation held with 
him shortly after he came back from Cuba 
he stated that the insurgent army numbered 
between 40,000 and 50,000 men, of Whom over 
$000 are armed only with clubs and 
machetes. If he can raise money to arm 
these they will be of much greater service 
than Americans could be. They are used 
to the climate; they can live In the swamps 
without danger to their health; and can sub- 
gist on sugar cane and the like. 

“Our committee is discouraging the en- 
listment of men in every way; and yet in 
spite of this fact, which has been repeatedly 
published, these inquiries continue to come 
to me. 

‘The only thing we can do as lawful! cit- 
izens is to furnish the Cubans with means 
for obtaining hospital supplies. Spain can 
come to this country and purchase arms and 
ammunitions, but when Cuba comes she is 
shut out. When Congress changes this 
then a great deal can be done.”

THE GREAT NORTHERN. 


Similarity Traced Between the New 
Production and “Goblin Castle ”— 
Miss Jerrold Credited for the Suc- 
cess of the Performance—Peculiari- 
ties of the PlotAuthor Attempts to 
Deal with the Labor Problem, but 
in a Crude Fashion. 


ISS GEORGIA CAY- 
VAN is determined 
to give us quantity 
this week at the 
Great Northern 
whatever may be the 
quality. But, in- 
deed, “Miss Pen- 
nington, Spinster;’’ 
which was produced 
last night, is by no 
means wanting in lit- 
erary or constructive 
merit. Itis not such 
a dainty piece of 
work as “Goblin Castle,” but in many 
; respects it is a stronger pl@y. There are no 
mechanical deyices, such as the losing of the 
bracelet in Miss Bisland’s comedy, inserted 
merely to help the plot along, and the dia- 
logue reaches a higher standard and is 
maintained there throughout the three acts. 

, There is a curious resemblance between 
the two plays which rather took away from 
the effect which *‘ Miss Pennington ” might 
otherwise have produced. In both plays 
Miss Cayvan becomes engaged under pe- 
culiar circumstances to the leading male 
character as portrayed by Mr. Atherley, and 
in both cases Miss Annie Sutherland has the 
ungrateful task of coming between the pair 
of lovers—for of course they turn out to be 
lovers in spite of early indications to the 
contrary. 

In both plays, again, Miss Jerrolé has the 
part of an ingenue, a younger sister, or a 
younger friend, who sustains most of the 
comic element. But it must be admitted the 
ingenue part in “‘ Miss Pennington” #& by 
far the more attractive, and goes far to 
making the play a success. 

Plot of the Play. 

Mary Pennington is a sort of stage 
Marcella, who has conie into a large property 
which she desires to manage upon modern 
lines. Her idea is that as far as the firm 
of Pennington Bros. can achieve it, all 
women shall be upon an equal footing with 
men and earn equal wages. This finally 
leads to a-strike n the part of the men, 
which ruins the business. 

In the meantime Miss Pennington las 
fallen in love with her junior partner, 
Geoffrey Armstrong, which, as a  self- 
respecting new woman, she had no right to 
do. A wicked widow with smart gowns 
comes between them and offers to save the 
firm ‘f Geoffrey will marry her. The junior 
partner is about to sacrifice himself and ac- 
cept the charming widow’s somewhat for- 
werd proposal, but a “ deus ex machina ”’ in 
the shape of an old doctor frustrates the 
widow’s plans and the curtain falls upon 
a ruined businegs, but a promising matri- 
monial alliance between Miss Pennington 
and her quondam junior partner. 

This is not altogether a bad story, but it is 
doubtful how far the social problem can be 
made interesting upon the stage. Mrs. 
Humphry Ward has insisted upon it in her 
books, much ¢o the detriment of her lasting 
fame as a novelist, and only a month or two 
ago M. Breux, a promising young playwright 
in Paris, endeavored in a play called *“‘ Les 
Bienfaiteurs " to solve the question, ‘‘ What 
is the use of charity?” with poor success. 
As far as the treatment of the industrial 
issue in the present play goes it can only be 
said that Mr. Walkes, the author, has dealt 
very crudely with it. Miss Pennington, in 
her earlier moods, is, if anything, rather 
more idiotic and bumptious than Marcella, 
and in the end her conclusion of the whole 
matter goes weakly to the.other extreme. 

“It is woman’s duty to love a man and be 
a good wife to him,” she says; ‘‘ the rest is 
dust and ashes.”’ 

The applause which greeted this senti- 
ment most assuredly did not come from the 
feminine portion of the audjence. The new 
woman must be presented with finer touches 
than that if she is to gain our sympathies. 

Praise for Miss Jerrold. 

But as a would-be new woman, but a 
total failure at the game, Miss Jerrold was 
responsible for most of the play's success. 
There is a delightful flavor of Gilbertian 
humor about the lines which are intrusted 
to her and she never fails to impart the 
necessary archness to her rendering of 
them. 

‘Tt is the duty of husbands and wivés,”’ 
she tells us with charming seriousness, “ to 
lighten their social intercourse with con- 
tinual discourse upon mental and physical 
phenomena.” 

But she doesn’t really think so. In red@lity 
she is quite ready to fall in love with the 
most despised type of the male sex—a crick- 
eting, rowing, and hunting ignoramus. Miss 
Jerrold’s impersonation was as near per- 
fection as possible. 

One little incident marred the part, but 
it was only a small matter. In “ Goblin 
Castle” the opening of the third act discov- 
ers Miss Jerrotd hunting for a bracelet which

ASKS INVESTIGATION OF THE TEXAS. 


Representative Bailey Creates Excite- 
ment by His Resolution. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—The day in 
the House was productive of little progress. 
The army appropriation bill was under dis- 
cussion, but a’ deadlock occurred over the 
proposition for the abandonment of the 
Army and Navy Hospital at Hot Springs, 
Ark., and the House adjourned. 

Mr. Bailey (Dem., Texas) created a rip- 
ple of excitement at the opening session of 
the House today by asking for the imme- 
diate consideration of a resolution to inves- 
tigate the construction of the hattleship 
Texas. 

Mr. Dingley (Rep., Maine) thought the reso- 
lution ought to be considered by the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs before being acted 
upon by the House. He, therefore, objected, 
and the resolution was referred. 

The House then, on motion of Mr. Hull, 
Chairman of the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, went into committee of the whole for 
the consideration of the army appropriation 
bill. Mr. Hull explained the provisions of 
the bill, which carried $23,126,344, $775,973 
less than the estimates and $155,558 less than 
the current law. 


New Provision in the Bill. 


The only new provision in the bill was for 
the abandonment of the Army and Navy Hos- 
pital at Hot Springs, Ark., and the sur- 
render and transfer of the reservation to the 
Interior Department. 

Several amendments looking to the aban- 
donment of the hospital were offered and 
debated, but all went down under points of 
order. 

The decision of the chair declaring the 
amendment to except the Hot Springs hos- 
pital out of order was overruled by the 
House. Mr. Little made a plea for the re- 
tention of the hospital, speaking of it aga 
memorial to Gen. Logan, who founded it. 
The amendment was adopted. 

When the biN was laid before the House 
the Hot Springs hospital amendment was 
adopted 75 to 42. 

Mr. Little made the point of no quorum, so 
at 4:10 p. m. the House adjourned, leaving 
the bill unfinished. 

The resolution for the investigation of 
the battleship Texas, introduced by Mr. 
Bailey of the State from which the Ship 
takes ite name, wil) probably have the effect 
of inspiring a renewal of the inquiry by the 
Naval committee, which was begun last ses- 
sion under a resolution proposed by Mr. 
Fischer of New York. No new resohution was 
necessary to give the committee authority 
to make the investigation because it has 
never’ reported the results of the inquiry 
under the first one. 


Reports on the Texas. 


The Secretary of the Navy today made 
public the findings in the court of inquiry 
upon the Texas. 

The Secretary says in substance the Texas 
is all right and has suffered no more acci- 
dents than any other boat of its class in the 
navy. It has been subject, he says, to ma- 
liclous and surreptitious attacks from naval! 
officers, and he issues a general order against 
officers of the department talking for pub- 
lication on such subjects. He quotes a letter 
from Charles Cramp, the shipbuilder, which 
says American shipping interests have been 
injured abroad by the reflections on the 
Texas by the press. a 

The Texas is not one of Mr. Cramp’s boats 
but was built by the government. °

ATLANTIC AND PACIFIC CASE 18 UP. 


Supreme Court Hears Arguments in 
the Railroad Litigation. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—The United 
States Supreme Court heard arguments to- 
day in the case of Robert Mingus against 
the Atlantie and Pacific railroad company, 
i. J. Phelps and A. B. Brown appearing for 
the railroad and Assistant Attorney-General 
Dickinson for Mingus. The case is brought 
to test the validity of the land grant made 
to the Atlantic’ and Pacific company in 1866 
and afterward, in 1886, forfeited by act of 
Congress. This grant included many mill- 
ons of acres of land, all of which is more or 
— invalved in the present litigation. The 
action was begun in the Territorial courts 
of New Mexico, where the decisions were 
adverse to the railroad claim. Mr. Phelps 
in his argument contended the legal title to 
the land in question could not be divested 
by mere legislative action. 


To Complete Coast Defenses. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—The Fortifica- 
tions Board has recommended the immediate 
completion of the defensive works at Fort 
Wordsworth, one of the forts guarding the 
entrance to Sandy Hook, N. Y. It is in- 
tended to make this point a model on the 
lines of latest development in the theory of 
coast defense. It will then be used asa test- 
ing station for all proposed devices in the 
way of range finders, submarine telephones, 
battery controlers, and the like.

FIND WAY TO BEAT PAWNBRO 


Wholesale Swindling Scheme Operat- 
ed from New York. 

New York, Dec. 16.—Pawnbrokers all over 

this country and Cahade have been swin- 


died by an elaborate scheme which was 


operated from this city as a center by John 
Palmer, who says he is a jeweler, and 
George Wilson, a printer from Philadelphia. 

The deception was through the pretense 
that the watches they offered to pawn were 
all gold, while only the parts usually tested 
by pawnbrokers were of this metal. Works 
and cases bore counterfeited marks of 
standard manufacturers. Detectives declare 
that Palmer deposited his wares in Chicago, 
Detroit, Baltimore, Pittsburg, Philadelphia, 
Brooklyn, and Montreal.

FEAR CONVICTS WILL GO INSANE.

Prisonérs at Sing Sing. 

Sing Sing, N. Y., Dec. 16.—Warden Sage 
of Sing Sing Prison is engaged devising 
plans to prevent the 1,400 convicts in his 
charge frbm being idle after Jan. 1, 1897, 
when all convict labor is to be abolished. 
Some of the convicts fear that they will go 
insane if they are kept closely confined 
in their cells. Warden Sage proposes to 
put a large number of convicts at work 
breaking stone for the construction of new 
buildings. After Jan. 1 the Warden will put 
the convicts through drills in military tac- 
tics for exercise daily. The convicts will 
be provided with wooden guns, which will 
be made in the prison shops. 


GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Morrell Liquor Cure Company Sues the 
Mail and Express. 

New York, Dec. 16.—{Special.]—The Mor- 
rell Liquor Cure company has brought suit 
against the Mail and Express Publishing 
company for $200,000 damages. Its com- 
plaint, if true, discloses*the marked interest 
of the late Eliott F. Shepard in curing the 
liquor habit. 

When Mr. Shepard was alive the Mail and 
Express gave much space to the Morrell 
liquor cure. The company occupied offices 
rent free in the Mail and Express Building. 

In the complaint the company says Mr, 
Shepard entered into an agreement in 1892 
whereby, in consideration of 750 shares of the 
company’s stock, valued at $75,000, he 
pledged the Mati and Express to boom the 
enterprise by printing laudatory notices. 
Relying upon a continuance of this backing 
the company claims to have opened offices 
in various parts of the city for gratuitous 
treatment, redounding to the enterprise and 
benevolence of the Mail and Express. After 
Mr. Shepard’s death the Mail and Express 
Publishing company turned a cold shoulder 
upon the cure. : 

The Mail and Express company has 
answered the complaint, reptdiating its 
responsibility in the contract made by Mr. 
Shepard.

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MUST PAY THE PENALTY. 


‘ANARCHISTS SENTENCED TO DEATH 


AND PENAL SERVITUDE. 


Finding of the Court-Martial Is Kept 

‘ g Secret, but It Is Believed That at 

* Least Twenty-eight Must Die—Are 
Convieted df Throwing a Bomb Into 
a Procession as It Was Entering a 
Church, Which Resulted in Killing 
Six and Wounding Fifty Persons. 


Barcelona, Spain, Dec. 16.—The court-mar- 
tial of the Anarchists arrested for com- 
plicity in the recent disturbances here has 


been concluded. The sentences imposed are. 


kept secret. It is believed, however, that 
twenty-eight of the Anarchists have been 
sentenced to death and fifty-nine others to 
penal servitude. The outrage for which 
these men were tried was committed on June 
7 last, during the religious procession of 
Corpus Christi. Just as the procession was 
entering the Church of Santa Maria del 
Mar, a bomb was thrown into the procession 
and exploded, killing six persons instantly 
and wounding fifty others, both in the pro- 
cession and among the spectators. Investi- 
gation by the police developed the fact that 
this outrage was the outcome of a plot by 
Anarchists, having wide ramifications, and 
directed from Paris. 


YELLOW-FEVER AT PORT AU PRINCE 


Officers of American Vessels Among 
the Stricken and Dead. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 16.—The Philadel- 
phia brig Arcadia, Capt. Fisher, which ar- 
rived here today, from Port au Prince via 
Turk’s Island, where it took on board a cargo 
of salt, brings accounts of the dreadful suf- 
fering of the natives of that pesthole from 
the ravages of yellow-fever. The disease is 
the worst known for over twelve years, and 
the people are dying like sheep. It is impos- 
sible for the authorities to treat all the cases, 
and the suffering and misery wrought by the 
scourge are intense. The disease has broken 
out on board a number of vessels in the har- 
bor, in some instances carrying off the entire 
crews. 

The mate of the Portland schogner Clara 
E. Randall, which arrived at Port au Prince 
Sept. 22 from Philadelphia, died of yellow- 
fever while the vessel was at that port. 
Capt. Connors of the Boston schooner Max, 
and the steward, whose name is not known, 
died of the fever at Port au Prince. Capt. 
Stratton of the Boston schooner Mecosta 
was stricken with the fever and so were sev- 
eral other shipmates. 

The country about Port au Prince, which 
lies up at the head of the Bay of Gonaives, 
is very marshy and the climate is very un- 
healthy. 


MEXICO IN A PROSPEROUS CONDITION 


Revenues from Customs Now Exceed 
$2,000,000 Monthly. 

City of Mexico, Dec. 16.—The annual 
budget estimates have been prepared for 
the fiscal year commencing July 1 next and 
indicate governmental revenues of $49,967,- 
900 and disbursements a few thousand dol- 
lars less. The general financial opinion is 
that the revenues, which are increasing, will 
in the next fiscal year exceed these very 
conservative estimates of the Finance Min- 
ister. Revenues from the customs are now 
exceeding $2,000,000 monthly and stamp 
taxes are steadily augmenting, demonstrating 
activity of the internal movement of the 
country and a greater volume of business 
done than in previous years. 

The official statement of the national 
finances for the last fiscal year, which ended 
June 30 last, shows revenue $50,531,470 and 
disbursements $45,070,123, with a surplus 
of $5,541,347. Bankers regard the outlook 
as one justifying very bright anticipations. 

Manufacturing industries are multiplying 
and tropical agriculture is continuing to 
expand. This year’s coffee crop will be the 
largest in the history of the country. 

A number of directors of.the federal dis- 
trict street railways have been elected, being 
the first election since the South African 
and London syndicate bought the line. 
JAPANESE MAY GRAB HAW&ATII, 
Minister Cooper Comes to This Country 

to Work for Annexation. 

San Diego, Cal., Dec. 16.—The secret of 
wienry Cooper's mission to the United States 
is out. Mr. Cooper is the Hawalian Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs. He formerly lived in 
San Diego, and was a prominent member of 
the bar. He is here today and is quoted as 
e6aying he came to the United States to urge 
annexation, owing to the fears that the Ha- 
jwailan Government has of Japan. 

The situation in Hawaii, according to 
Judge Cooper, is that the Japanese far out- 
mumber all other foreigners. The Americans 
are a handful in comparison. Hawali hasa 
treaty with Japan and can not exclude the 
Japanese, who are pouring into the islands 
steadily and pushing into every business. 
They are losing the humble demeanor that 
characterizes their countrymen on this 
coast, and, through their great numbers and 
the prestige of the Japanese-Chinese waf, 
are beginning to chafe for the elective fran- 
chise. If they force Hawaii to give them 
the right to vote, then American ascendency 
will be at an end forever. 

Judge Cooper has laid the situation before 
influential men in the East, and has so won 
their judgment he believes great strides will 
be made during the next year toward annex- 
ation under the McKinley administration. 


STRIKERS CREATE DISTRUBANCES, 
Stevedores’ Association’s Public House 
Is Burned at Hamburg. 
Hamburg Dec. 16.—There were disturb- 
ances today in many parts of the docks, and 
affrays between the strikers and the police 
occurred, during which several persons were 
injured and a number of arrests were made. 
The strikers yesterday evening attacked and 
burned the Stevedore Association’s public 
house. Work proceeded today on 108 ves- 
sels, and thirty-three others are at a stand- 

still.

ne conductor and brakeman of the lim- 
ited C., B. & Q. train had just had a séance 
with one of the numerous army of dead- 
beats and had left him grumbling at his luck 
on the platform of a small station just out of 
Chicago. 

As the conductor dropped into a seat in 
the smoker an inquisitive passenger re- 
marked: ‘* You must get lots of that sort in 
these days of Weary Wraggles.”" 

“You bet we do,” replied the conductor, 
‘*and some of them work queer schemes to 
beat the company, I can tell you! Often 
there are cases we would be glad to over look 
if it wouldn’t be as much as our own job is 
worth. A conductor has no business witha 
heart. 

‘“* Do you remember the year of the strikes 
and bank failures? One night as I passed 
through the train on my first collecting trip 
I noticed a pretty little pale woman with a 
baby a year or so old in her lap. She was 
crying and seemed anxious and worried, 
but as she had a through ticket to Sioux 
City, and tears being about as common as 


‘ tickets with traveling women, I thought no 


more about it. 

‘When we got out about thirty or forty 
miles we broke a drawbar and were com- 
pelled to chain the cars together in order 
to proceed. When we stopped we also dis- 
covered a tramp on the trucks of the mail 
car. He was so stiff and nearly frozen that 
he tumbled in a heap when pulled out. He 
began telling a hard luck tale which I 
hadn’t time to listen to. However, as we 
none of us coveted the job, I told him to 
climb under and fasten the chains and I 
would give himaride, anyway. It was a bitter 
cold night, and one that would have kept a 
professional tramp under cover somewhere, 
but he jumped at the offer and worked hard 
and willing. When we were ready I told 
him to get on with the rest. When in the 
coach we found his hands were nearly frozen 
and that he was thinly though neatly clad, 
and was a refined-looking fellow. He told 
mehisstory. He wasaclerk and prosperous 
once. Then the firm failed and he found 
himself out of work and with no money, 
Then a letter from a friend in Sioux City 
offered him a good place if he would come 
at once and take it. The sale of the few 
traps which remained brought just the price 
of the ticket; but there was his wife and 
baby to starve if he left them without home 
or moriey. So he put the wife on board with 
the ticket, while he risked death on the 
trucks, intending to ride until discovered 
and then ‘ flip” the next train. Well, I told 
him to go back and tell his wife he was 
safe and I would put him off later. I did— 
at the end of my run. I don’t know how he 
managed after that, but I rather think he 
reached Sioux City somehow, and the little 
woman did not feel that his dead body might 
be lying miles behind again on that trip.’’

STORM IN NEW ENGLAND. |

BUSINESS IS SUSPENDED AND TRAV- 


EL BLOCKADED. 


Vessels at Sea Encounter a Furious 


Gale and Those in the Harbor Dare 
Not Venture Out—Tweo Sechooners. 
Ashore and Wrecked—Narrow Es- 
cape of the Crew of the Ulrica and 
Their Gallant Rescue by the Life- 
Saving Crew. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 16—[Special.}—The 
storm burst furiously upon the New En- 
gland coast today, prostrating wires, knock- 
ing over chimneys, blockading: railroads, 
and playing the mischief with coastwise 
shipping. : 

Twp vessels were driven ashore and 
wrecked. One was the three-mastéd schoon- 
er Ulriea, Capt. John Patterson, from Hills- 
boro, N. §8., for Hoboken with a cargo of 
plaster consigned to the Rock Plaster com- 
pany, which stranded on Nantasket Beach, 
ne@m Kenberma. The Captain lost his bear- 
ings in the blinding snow in trying. to make 
Boston light. The instant the schooner 
struck the waves made a clean breach over 
her, and the crew were forced to take to the 
rigging. It was bitterly cold, and they were 
nearly frozen when the life-saving crew from 
the station at Hull, under command of 
Capt. Joshua Janies, the veteran of many 
such a fight, arrived. After half a dozen 
futile attempts during which the surfboat 
upset twice the lifesavers reached the 
schooner, by this time broken in two, and 
the six men and Captain were brought 
ashore. They were nearly dead. The vessel 
and cargo are a total loss. 

The storm washed the hull of the sunken 
schooner Modesty upon the beach, which 
was strewn for miles with her cargo of lum- 
ber mingled with the ruins of summer cot- 
tages, bathing pavilions, and band stands. 
At Scituate, on the south shore, the Fourth 
Cliff life-saving crew had a similar job. 

Skipper Harding of the big three-masted 
schooner Puritan, which left Portland on 
Monday for Glen Cove witha cargo of empty 
sirup barrels, tried to ride out the gale. The 
anchors dragged, and at daybreak the 
Puritan was in the breakers in a dangerous

THREE MEET DEATH IN NEW YORK. 


Storm Is Regarded as the Worst Ex- 
* perienced Since 1888. 

New York, Dec. 16.—[Special.]—For twen- 
ty-four hours New York has struggled with 
the most severe storm it has known since 
the great blizzard of 1888. Across the har- 
bor and through the city the wind has raged, 
carrying with it snow and sleet that has 
caused great suffering, impeded business, 
and done immense damage in a thousand 
ways. 

Street cars were delayed, and in some in- 
stances the service was abandoned for hours. 
The trolley lines in the suburbs suffered 
most, although traffic was everywhere im- 
peded. As a result business of all hinds 
suffered. The Christmas trade was para- 
lyzed for the day. 

The experience of New York was that of 
Brooklyn, Jersey City, and all the surround- 
ing country. But with the force of the wind 
exhausted and the sky clearing overhead re- 
lief is promised. 

Bad as it was on land, the storm had still 
worse terrors for sailors. » The few steamers 
that arrived brought stories of hardships. 
As the wind shifted from the northeast to 
the northwest this morning the perils to 
shipping decreased, for they were thrown 
out to sea instead of towards the land. Off 
Sandy Hook the gale whistled at a sixty miles 
and hour gaits Of the twenty-two Atlantic 
and coast steamers due at this port today 
only five had been reported late tonight. 
Nine of the expected vessels were from two 
to six days cverdue. They are freighters 
principally. Noapprehension is felt for their 
safety. 

No weather, however alarming, can pre- 
vent the big ocean liners from leaving port. 
When the hawsers of the St. ‘Louis were 
cast off at 10 a. m. the whirling snow hid her 
funnels. 

Three trains of the Long Island road are 
snowbound east of Patchogue. The 4 o'clock 
mail train from Sag Harbor is stuck at 
Moriches in a snowbank twenty feet deep. 
The passengers are still aboard at midnight 
and expect to remain there all night with- 
out food. Two freight trains are snow- 
bound at Bellport, near Boomertown, with 
a big drift a few hundred feet long between 
them. The trainmen are suffering fright- 
fully from the cold. 

Coney Island was again at the mercy of 
the wind and waves tonight. Just above 
the Brighton Beach Hotel the Seas made a 
big channel to Sheepshead Bay. 

The storm caused great suffering among 
fishermen on Long Island. A number of 
fishermen in thé West Bay are stormbound, 
and there is much fear for the safety of 
gome of their boats and crews. 

The government life-saving crews have 
suffered more than at any other time since 
the great blizzard of 1888. All the crews 
from Fire Island to Montauk have been on 
constant duty since the hail first struck the 
coast at 8 o’clock Tuesday night. 

Three deaths due directly or indirectly to 
the storm have been reported up te this 
time. They are: 

BRESSLER, LOUIS, a tatlor, found frozen to 
death in a hallway in Pell street. 

CULLEY,. JAMES, an elevated railway employé6,- 
found dead on the track. 

ZANANO, MORIARTO, a laborer, struck by a 
Pennsylvania railway train. while working on 
the track near Waverly, N. J. 

In addition to these William Beckley was 
found unconscious a snowdrift in Jersey 
City so badly frozen that he cannot recover, 
and George W. Fears was picked up in this 
city unconscious from the cold; he cannot, 


survive. 
The same train that killed Zanano fatally 


injured Giuseppe Calotto, a fellow-laborer.

SENATOR ALLENS CHEEKY SPEECH. 

On Monday last Senator Allen,: the Ne- 
raska Populist, made a speech in which he 
extolied the conservative and honest char- 
acter of his party in Nebraska. Here is an 
extract of what he said: tgs 

The Populist party of Nebraska is cémposed 
of men who understand quite well the inviolabil- 
ity of ail contracts, as well as the 
of publie and private property and, the rights 
of citizens. The party was not born to destray, 
put to build up and make more secure :the riglits 
of all, and to give to all that full measure of 
justice their position as members .of society en- 
titled them to. , 

If Senator Allen is telling the truth, then 
those for whom he pretends to speak have 
had a wonderful change of heart since the 
3d of November, when they voted for dis- 
honest money Bryan and gave him 14,000 
majority. They must have seen a great 
light, like Saul of Tarsus, since that élec- 
tion, and have become suddenly converted 
to honesty and sound money. 

A month and a half ago these men, who, 
according to Senator Allen, “ understand 
quite well the inviolability of contracts and 
the sacredness of public and private prop- 
erty,” voted to violate all existing c¢on- 
tracts because they were made on the 
basis of gold considerations. They voted 
that millions of contracts should be liquidat- 
ed on the 16 to 1, half gold value, silver 
monometallic basis, and they “ demand- 
ed’ that the money of the Nation be de- 
based by act of Congress so that the villainy 
could be perpetrated. 

Senator Allen himself stumped Nebraska 
‘all over for the repudiation of contracts and 
for the Chicago platform—a platform which 
of the 
“ sacredness of private property ” and “ the 
rights of citizens.” : 

When did it dawn on him that contracts 
made on the gold basis ought not to be vio- 
lated by the adoption of a free silver stand- 
ard at 16 to 1, which would furnish dollars 
worth but 50 cents in gold? 

He has not changed his views in regard 
. Neither 
has his Pop. party. The Nebraska Pop- 
ulists, whose virtues he extols, go further 
than even the- Bryan Chicago platform did. 
They are for fiat, irredeemable shinplasters 
with which to pay debts contracted on a 
gold value- basis. So is Bryan, their candi- 
date for President, who voted for Wedver, 
Populist, in 1892, and glories in it. 

These Populists did not say much about 
their worthless fiat scrip during the late 
campaign, but they did have a great deal to 
say in advocacy of the proposition for 
“cheap money ” to cheat every person in 
the United States out of half the value of 
the money loaned by him, and to cheat 
every one who had sold real estate on time 
out of half what was due him, and to cheat 
the beneficiaries of life insurance policies 
out of half what they were entitled to. 

If these Nebraska Populists could have 
had their way the value of the 1,850 mill- 
ions of deposits in the savings banks and 
2;000 millions of deposits in the commercial 
banks would have been shrunk- one-half by 
the adoption of half-value silves monometal- 
lism. The pensions of the soldiers would 
have been cut down half in value to them. 
The honor of the Nation would have been 
wrecked by having the government pay its 
bonds in 50-cent silver doHars. 

These Nebraska saints so highly extolled 
by Allen not only proposed to violate ex- 
isting contracts, but they went farther and 
voted for the plank in the Chicago platform 
which demanded that no man should be 
allowed to make a contract binding himself 
to repay gold when he had borrowed gold. 
And they voted for Bryan of Nebraska, who 
advocated this violation of the citizen's right 
to make a fair contract. ” ae 

These are the persons of whom Senator 
Allen says on the floor of the Senate, with 
brazen effrontery, that their “ object is to 

“ build np aud make more secure the rights 
“of all.” Only a month and a half have 
elapsed since election day; and their Senator 
prates about their respect for contracts in 


| the face of their raseally platform and their 


dishonest action at the polls. 

When did the Demo.-Pops. of Nebraska 
hold a convention for the purpose of notify- 
ing their Senator that they bad decided to 
repudiate Bryan and their Chicago plat- 
form with its repudiation planks, which 
they indorsed in November by 13,000 ma- 
jority? When did they cast out W. J. 
Bryan, who preached dishonest and an-

RECLAIMING THE SEMI-ARID AREAS. 

The theory of the system by which it is 
proposed to reclaim desert areas without 
irrigation and make them productive seems 
to fit the existing conditions of those areas. 
In that semi-arid region there is a consid- 
erable rain or snow fall in the spring, 
amounting to fifteen or twenty inches—rain 
south of the Nebraska line and snow north 
of it. The ground gets so thoroughly,-wet 
that when the crops start in March or May, 
as the case may be, there is enough moisture 
to keep them going. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, as summer approaches the fierce,.burn- 
ing southwest wind sets in and sweeps ove 
its surface—the same wind Chicago knew 
so well in 1871, and which often parches 
our own farm lands. That wind absorbs 
all the moisture drawn by eapillary, attrac- 
tion from the depths to the surface, the 
ground is baked and cracks open, and the 
crops wither and die. 

The vital question in this emergency now 
is, will the remedy discovered by the South 
Dakota farmer overcome these conditions 
and render this semi-arid area productive? 
The’ inquiry shonld be made immediately 
and answered by thorough and intelligent 
tests. 
but everything should be in readiness for 
the test next spring, with the wheat, corn, 
rye, oats, barley, sorghum; mi corn, and 
Kaffir corn crops: Every railroad travers- 
ing that section should arrange at once for 
experimental stations of from twenty to 
forty acres at short distances apart, and 
enough of them so*that satisfactory con- 
clusions may be drawn from the given 
data. Competent experimenters should be 
placed in charge of them. The Agricuitural 
Bureau at Washington sbonid lend its aid. 
The people of that se¢tion should be eneour- 
aged to do likewise, so that there may bé 
additional experiments, and that its effi-

CLEAN OUT THE CANAL COMMrsstONERS, | 


The three Canal Comniissioners, Gov. 
Altgeld’s appointees, have leased for twenty 
year a thirty-foot right of way along the 
canal from Joli¢t to La Salle, to be used for 
the construction and operation of an elec- 
trie railway. For this vaiuable franghjse 
the two persons to whom it is granted agree 
to pay a rentat which will amount for the 
entire term of twenty years to $22,520. 

The franchise is worth far more than that, 
especially as the right of way on the ninety- 
foot strip, owned by the State, is already 
graded. But the Canal Commissioners 
seem to have made no effort to get more. 
When they found the new use which could 
be made of the land they did not advertise 
or make an effort in any other way to find 
out whether better proposals could not be 
obtained. 

Gov. Altgeld is angry because his ap- 
pointees have acted thus. He states that— 


They have no right to grant such a franchise. 
That belongs only to the State. The duties of the 
Commissioners extend to a control and super- 
vision of the canal properties, but I cannot under- 
stand wherein they have the right to grant any 
such franchise as that referred to. 


The Governor has been bragging of his 
economical administration of State affairs. 
But here are some of his subordinates who 
sell a twenty-year right of way for sixty- 
two miles for an average rental of $1,000 a 
year. That isa frightfully poor bargain. 

If the Governor is satisfied that the Com- 
missioners cannot make this lease he will 
annul it. If he comes tothe conclusion that 
they can make it, then he will dismiss them 
at once on the ground that they have proved 
themselves to be unfaithful public servants. 

Whatever Gov. Altgeld may do, it is the 
duty of the Genefal Assembly to legislate 
the Canal Board out of existence. For over 
twenty years it has answered no useful pur- 
pose, It has been simply an absorbent of 
the scanty revenues of the canal. 

There are three Commissioners, who are 
paid $5 per day for each day they are 
employed in. the duties of their office. They 
manage to be busy about every day, though 
there is nothing to do. They appoint a 
Superintendent and as many employés as 
they can get the money to pay. 

In the meanwhile the canal and its com- 
merce are disappearing. The ditch, which 
is being allowed to fill up, has not over four 
feet of water where it used to have six. 
Only a few stone-boats ply on it. 

The Legislature should repeal the present 
law, which has diverted a great deal of 
money from the State Treasury to the pock- 
ets of Canal Commissioners and unneces- 
sary employés, and put the Governor in 
charge, of the canal. He can appoint a 
Superintendent, who will look after it, but 
who will not give away any franchises: 

Gov. Tanner should deal with this subject 
in his inaugural message. .He showid call 
on the Legislature to act promptly. Then 
he will not be bothered with applications 
for Canal Commissionerships. 


THE RIGHT TO REASONABLE FARES. 

The street railway companies of this city 
have been given the right to lay tracks and 
run cars in the principal streets on condition 
that they would not charge more than tive 
cents for a single fare. That rate was fixed 
originally about half a century ago, when 
travel was light and the cost of motive 
power was heavy. Horses alone were used. 
Nobedy dreamed of cable power or electric 
power. 

The companies claim that the various ordi- 
nances passed for their benefit, often by the 
use of corrupt means, are contracts which 
eannot be modified without their consent, 
and that the right to charge five-cent fares 
cannot be taken from them, ‘Therefore 
they are going to contest the legality of the 
ordinance adopted on Monday night which 
requires them to sell twenty-five rides for 
a dollar. 

The supporters of the ordinance will con- 
tend that there are governmental powers 
which cannot be given away or bartered 
away by one City.Council or State Legis- 
lature, so that no succeeding Council or 
Legislature can use them. They will con- 
tend that neither of those bodies can be 
deprived by a predecessor of the right to 
regulate those quasi-public cerporations in 
the proper management of which the people 
have a vital interest. 

Legislatures or Councils are merely agents 
for the people. The police power is intrust- 
ed to them to be used for the benefit of the 
pegple—of their principal. That power can- 
not be turned over to corporations to be 
exercised by them at their discretion, with- 
out any accountability to the people at the 
polls. 

That was settled in the so-called granger 
eases, The charters granted to certain 
Wisconsin roads contained a provision that 
those cofporations should have the right 
“to demand and receive such sums of 
money for freight of persons and property 
as they should from time to time think rea- 
sonable.” 

The railroad lawyers contended that that 
was a “contract,” and that the State had 
surrendered for all time all right to do any- 
thing regarding freight and passenger rates, 
The Illinois railroads and those of other 
Western States also denied the right of the 
Legislature to prescribe metes and bounds 
for them. 

The Supreme Court of theUnited States 
has not taken that view of thease. It has 
laid down the principle that a State has the 
legislative’ power to establish the rates of 
compensation of commen carriers doing bus- 
iness between points within a State. 

This principle is subject to the limitation 
that— 

The rates must not be Bo unreasonable as to 
practically destroy the value of: the property of 
persons engaged in the carrying business on the one 
hand, nor so exorbitant ahd é@xtravagant as to be 


in utter disregard of the rights of the public for 
the use of such transportation on the other. 


This just fits the case of the Chicago 
street railway companiés. They are allowed 
to charge the “exorbitant and extrava- 
gant” rate of five cents, which enables 
them to pay excéssive dividénds on watered 
stock. | 

When this matter gets into court Yerkes 
will attempt to proye that he cannot make 
any money.on the basis of this quasi four- 


cent fare. He will be unable to prove his 


case, while the city will be able to show that 
the raté of fare which was reasonable while 
the conditions of 1860 or’ 1870. existed Is 
“ exorbitant and extravagant ” now.

There have been other decisions which 
have limited the powers of Legislatures or 
Councils to give away irrevocably the prop- 
erty of the people. In declaring null and 
void the Lake-Front act, under which the 
Iilinois Centgal claimed the outer harbor 
Mr. Justice Field said: : 

Any grant of the Kind is necessarily revocable 
and the exercise of the trust by which the prop- 
erty Was held by the State can be resumed at any 
time. Undoubtedly there may be expenses incurred 
in improvements under such a grant which the 
State ought to pay; but be that as it may, the 
pcwer to resume the trtist whenever the State 
thinks best, is, we think, incontrovertible, 


The court took the ground that the con- ! 


trol and management of the Chicago harbor, 
“a subject of concern to the whole people 
of the State,” could not be given away in 
such manner that it could not be reclaimed 
by a stbsequent Légishttre. 

So the right of Chicagoans to reasonable 
fares on their own ‘streets. cannot be given 
away irrevocably by any Coundil. 

The early steam railway ordinances al- 
lowed the companies té lay their tracks on 
the surface. When the first efforts were 
made to get aafe passage for the people 
across those tracks the roads contended 
they could not be forced to build viaducts 
over their tracks orto elevate them, They 


} pointed to the eontracts under which those 


tracks were laid. 

But the courte have held that the police 
power—the power to secure for the people 
safe travel along their own streets—cannot 
be surrendered. So the roads have been 
compelled to pay for viaducts and to elevate 
tracks. 

Neither has that agent of the city called 
the Council surrendered the right to regulate 
the fares of street railroad companies so 
that those fares may not’ exorbitant. 
The courts will 60 hold wueu they pass 
upon the quéstion. 


A TREATY OF ARBITRATION NOT 
WANTED, 

Negotiations are iow pending between the 
United States and Great: Britain for a 
treaty of general arbitration to cover a 
period ‘of five years, It contemplates a 
Board of Arbitration composed of six mem- 
bers drawn from the judiciary of the two 
countries, to Which shajl be referred all 
differences between them, except the Bering 
Sea aud Venedzuel& questions, which are al- 
ready in the hands of specially appointed 
commissions. 

THE CHicaGo TrisuNne is opposed to any 
such scheme. A treaty of this kind would 
do well enough to settle petty squabbles. It 
might work well in the golden summer time, 
when the doves of peace are cooing con- 
tentedly at the doors of their cotes. But 
this country does not or should not want to 
tie its hands by a fixed and permanent Board 
of Arbitration. What we 4vant above all 
else is to'‘put the country in such a condition 
that it will not be at the mercy of Great 
Britain in case a difference should arise be- 
tween the two. John Bull has always been 
guitty of bulldozing weaker nations, With 
reference to this Nation, he knows his fleets 
can come over to our Atlantic, Pacific, and 
gulf shores, stand off ata safe distance, and 
bombard our coast cities to flinders, a’ we 
have no guns which can reach them and 
compete with their city-destroying long- 
range cannon. What we want to do is to 
put our coast defenses into such a condi- 
tion that Great Britain cannot do this, and 
we want a sufficient navy to codnperate 
effectively with the coast defenses in the 
protection of our seaboard cities, 

We need to, be in such position that when 
any case of disagreement comes up for ar- 
bitration we can decide whether it is for our 
interest to arbitrate*and act accordingly. 
We do not want to be bound by a hard and 
fast contract which might prove embar- 
rassing in any one of a thousand emergen- 
cies liable to occur. Suppose, for instance, 
that Canada should have a disagreement 
with Great Britain, declare its indepen- 
dence, and go to war to get it, and then 
Great Britain should claim the United 
States had sent Canada no end of assist- 
ance in violation of treaty stipulations, and 
put in a bill for enormous damages. Noone 
in that event could tell how heavily we 
might be mulcted by arbitration. Or sup- 
pose that Great Britain were at war with 
France .or Russia, and difficulty should 
arise over the search of our vessels for con- 
traband of war. Here again would be an 
embarrassment, which might prove a heavy 
burden to us at the hands of an arbitration - 
board. These are cases where arbitration 
wonld not be safe. Again, if we should 
make such an arrangement with Great 
Britain, other nations might claim the same 
privilege, and we should be at the mercy of 
the leading powers. The only safe plan is 
for this country to deal with each case on its 
merits, and in order to do this it should put 
itself in such a condition that its power would 
be respected and no effort woulfl be made to 
impose upon us. When we are ina position 
to talk back and meet force with force there 
will be no danger that our rights will be 
menaced or that any arbitration will be 
needed.

Intelligent people are 
ready to concede that progfess towards the ideal 
civilization as regards achievement in the ma- 
terial world is best attained by combined capital, 
but they are not ready to admit that such rapid 
strides are desirable through the means of com- 
binations. 

Louisville Courier-Journal: Corporations ahd 
busir.ess-men that are engaged in the formation 
of trusts In these times are exceptionally stupid. 
The attention of the. public and lawmakers is 
turned their way as it néver was before. The fact 
that the hostility to them did not play a greater 
part in the last canvass is due entirely to the 
prominence the currency question was made to 
assume by the Populists. The shock the threat 
of free silver caused to the whole country was so 
great that it neutralized the growing trritation 
produced by the tariff-nurtured monopolies.

Attorney-General Moloney’s Unconsti- 
tutional and Fool Scheme. 

New York World (Dem.): When the At- 
torney-General of [Illinois proposes to 
“solve ‘the trust problem” by amend- 
ments to the inter-State commerce law al- 
lowing the States to prohibit the sale of trust 
goods, he is committing himseif to the theory 
that the restriction of trade from which the 
country is suffering already can be remedied 
by increasing it. 

That is certainly not a tenable theory. 
Nor is it clear that we need more law of any 
kind. What we certainly do need is more 
enforcement of the laws we already have. 

The Constitution intends that trade be- 
tween the States shall be absolutely free. 
The common law intends that all trade shal! 
be fair. With the coal trust, the beef trust, 
the Standard oil trust, and a hundred others 
in operation trade is neither free nor fair. 

Nor is it likely to be so until we find some 
way of enforcing law against those who con- 
tribute the campaign funds to elect the men 
whom the public pays to protect it against 
lawlessness. To discover how that can be 
done is the real problem. And it is the only 
“trust problem” there is. The law has al- 
ready settled everything else. 


A Chicago Machine Alderman for 
Senator. 

New York Post: The Republican, victory 
in Illinois last month insures that party the 
gain of a United States Senator to succeed 
Gen. Palmer. No sooner was a Republican 
Legislature assured than a ward politician of 
Chicago, Madden by name, announced that 
he proposed to have the office, and it soon 
became evident that the local party machine 
was seriously considering the idea of making 
him its candidate. Itis therefore necessary 
for the decent element in the organization 
to make a vigorous fight in order to prevent 
the threatened outrage of the capture of 
the seat by a man who represents the lowest 
type of the Chicago Alderman. Illinois has 
been more fortunate than New York or 
Pennsylvania in maintaining the old level 
of Senatorial character and ability, so that 
the suggestion of a Madden as the successor 
of Palmer causes a greater shock than is 
produced in this part of the country when a 
machine candidate is brought forward. Hap- 
pily, the signs seem to indicate that the pro- 
tests of the decent element may prove eiti- 
cacious, though the press still deems it 
necessary to urge earnest and unremitting 
action against the scheme.

The Republicam candidate for Congress in 


} the Third Mississippi District last month 


was a negr6é who received only a few hundred 
votes, and it is anrfounced that he wil, con- 
test the seat‘of Representative Catchings, 
who was reélected. Apparently his claim 
will rest upon the contention that the pres- 
ent system of qualification for the suffrage 
in that State is unjust and unconstitutional. 
Since the new Constitution went into effect 
the negro vote has fallen off very greatly. 
This is due largely to the fact that, in order 
to be entitled to the suffrage, a man must 
now be able to read the Constitution or to 
understand it when read to him, and must 
also have paid a poll-tax, as well as have 
resided in his election precinct for a year. 

The wisest leaders of the rate—men like 
Booker Washington of Tuskegee, Als., for | 
example—are much more urgent that the 
negro shall make himeelf fit for the suffrage 
in the future than that black men who are 
not fit to exercise it shall cast ballots now; 
and such leaders have many followers. This 
is one reason why the colored vote has fallen 
off in all parts of the South.—Ex.

Other 
parties had this store previous to my coming 
here, and they may have been guilty of sell- 
ing the cigarets, but it was not I.” 

J. Webber, No. 629 Southport avenue, is an 
intelligent dealer and confessed frankly that 
he sold cigarets to boys, but that if he did 
not do it other dealers in the neighborhood 
would do so. 

“ Most of the lads who come in here are 
over 16. I sell them cigarets because there 
is no law against it. The little fellows do 
not get any cigarets from me if I know that 
they intend to use them themselves. The 
habit is a growing one among ghildren, and 
radical measures should be adopted for its 
suppression. There is no use talking, it will 
ruin a small boy if persistedin. The cigaret 
manufacturers are doing all in their power 
to spread the evil among children. 

“This button craze is a great evil. Chil- 
dren come in here and purchase cigarets for 
the sole purpose of getting the button. They 
say they are making a ‘collection,’ and 
while gettting the collection they learn the 
habit of smoking the ‘ pipes.’ It seems to 
me that the authorities might at least pass 
an ordinance prohibiting these enticing de- 
vices being attached to the sale of cigarets, 
for they only spur the children on to their 
purchase. I am heartily opposed to the 
whole thing and will codperate with any 
plan to suppress the evil.”’ . 

M. Smugge, No. 587 Southport avenue, is 
a foreigner and can hardly speak the En- 
glish language.

Attorney-General Denies Any Right. 


Attorney-General Moloney said yesterday 
after a careful examination of all the au- 
thorities bearing on the subject that the 
Canal Commissioners had no right whatever 
to grant an easement of any part of the strip 
along the canal for any such purpose as that 
involved in the franchise granted. 

“ There were two acts of Congress bearing 
on the original grant,”’ he said. ‘* The first, 
1822, states specifically 
that the ninety feet of land on either side of 
the canal is reserved from the public sale 
of lands, and its use is vested in the State 
for a canal, and for no other purposes what- 
ever. hus it becomes apparent that not 
the mere bed of the canal constitutes the 
canal in the meaning of this act, but also the 
ninety feet on either side. 

“The second act, passed Matfch 2, 1827, 
grants, in’ addition to the canal and ninety 
feet on either side, five and one-half alternate 
sections of land, which are to be at the dis- 
posal of the Legislature of the State for 
building the canal, 


pose. 
Vote of the People Requisite. 

“In a paragraph following the fourteenth 
article of the State Constitution are these 
words: ‘ The Illinois and Michigan Canal 
shall never be sold and leased until the spe- 
cific proposition for the sale or lease thereof 
shall have first. been submitted td a vote of 
the people of the State at a general election 
and have been approved by a majority of all 
the votes polled at such election.’ 

‘What constitutes the canal? The lan- 
guage of Congress places that beyond 
The bed of the canal and the ninety 
feet on either side constitute the canal. 
There can be no escape from this conclusion. 

‘The act of the Legislature of March 27, 
1874, provides for the appointment of three 
Canal Commissioners by the Governor, and 
it specifies the powers and duties of such 
also provides the power 
to lease from time to time any of the canal 
lands or lots owned by the State, provided 
no tease shall be for a period not exceeding 
twenty years.’ 

‘*If the Commissioners have any right to 
lease it must be from this paragraph, but 
the powers therein enumerated are to lease 
canal lands or lots, but not the canal or any 
part of it.’ 

Attorney-General Moloney was asked if he 
would take any action in the matter. He 
replied his term of office was almost too 
brief to do so, but if the Governor, who 
should move in the matter, thought best he 
would gladly coéperate with him in protect- 
ing the interests of the State.

Mrs. Hannah O’ Leary, for six years matron 
of the Stock-Yards Police Station, who has 
devoted her time for twenty-five years to 
doing good for the poor of that district, died 
early yesterday morning in her apartments 
at the Transit House, Forty-first and Hal- 
sted streets. 

She had a personal acquaintance with G. 
F. Swift, Nelson Morris, P. D. Armour, 
John B. Sherman, and Father Bonney of 
St. Gabriel’s -Church. These men looked 
upon her as the safest agent for the charity 
of the district, and thousands of dollars 
were given to her care for distribution. 

Mrs. O'Leary was a native of Ireland and 
came to this country when she was young.

FAITH-HEALER PROSECUTES WOMEN. 


Lawrence King Charges Mrs. Schulis 
and Mrs. Wesoska with Making 
Threate—Put Under Bonds. 


Lawrence King, a faith healer at No. 98

Near Madison avenue and 
Sixty-third street she left him to make a 
eall, and on her return found her husband 
had gone: A search at the hotel showed he 
was not there, and nothing further was seen 
of him by Mrs. La Brie until yesseseny.

On account 
of ill-health he went to Denver, Colo., and 
thence to Seattle, Wash., but later returned 
to Chicago. He was formerly connected 
with the medical staff at the Kankakee In- 
sane Hospital.

ALLOTMENT AND PERCENT act THE 
‘SUBJECTS OF DISCUSSION. — 


the Present Management—Commit- 
teé Appointed to Adjust the Matter 
—St. Louis Capitalists Organize an 
Anti-Trust Plate-Glass Manufactur- 
ing Company with a Capital Stock 
of One Million Dollars. 


New York, Dec. 16.—Representatives of 
the leading steel rail manufacturers of the 
country met this-morning at the Holland 
House for the purpose of discussing matters 
connected with the steel rail pool. gThe 
meeting today was a confinuation of cori- 
ferences held yesterday, when pool matters 
‘were thoroughly discussed but no agreement 

ed, 

the large companies belonging to the 
pool were represented. Those prominent in 
the negotiations today were Maj. L. 8. Bent 
of the Pennsylvania Steel company, W. E. 
Scranton of the Lackawanna Iron and Steel 
company, Robert P. Linderman of ‘the 
Bethlehem Iron company, and Mr. Stack- 
house of the Cambria Iron company. 

® most'important subjects discussed 
coneerned allotment and percentage mat- 
ters. Some,of the interests represented in 
the pool have been specially dissatisfied 
with the percentage arrangement and asked 
today for a more liberal basia. One of the 
persons interested explained the difficulty 
by saying that certain parties desired a 150 
per cent distribution when there was only 
100 per cent to be divided. This remark 
referred chiefly to the arrangement pro- 
posed for the coming year. A committee 
was finally appointed to consider the matter 
from the standpoint of the complaining in- 
terests. 
‘ Although most of the manufacturers rep- 
resented at today’s conference dre con- 
nected with «the billet pool, nothing cor 
cerning the latter interest was discussed. 
‘All those participating in today’s confer- 
ence declined to talk about the affairs dis- 
cussed or to say what the probable outcome 
of the pending negotiations would be: The 
following general statement was, however, 


** Several different propositions are being 
discussed by the manufacturers. The most 
important of these refer directly or indirect- 
ly to percentage or distribution ,matters, 
but as many other questions will come up 
when these are settled the subjects under 
discussion now concern really nearly all 
important matters connected with the pool. 
Our pool is an old one and has been success- 
fully managed. It has benefited the indus- 
try greatly and in the long run haa bettered 
the condition of the small manufacturer as 
well as that of the large gas concerns.” 


Price of Steel Rails Reduced. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 16.—[{Special.}—The 
Carnegie Steel company today received tele- 
grams from President John G. A. Leishman, 
who is in New York, where he attended the 
meeting af the steel rail pool, to the effect 
that the price of steel rails had been reduced 
from $28 to $25 per ton. The object is to 
make the railroad companies buy more 
freely. 

Last year’s orders aggregated only 800,000 
tons. This is less than one-half what the 
rail manufacturers expected to sell. The 
capacity of the five plants in the deal is 
about 2,000,009 tons. It is expected the rail- 
roads will buy freely after the first of the 
year at the reduced price. 

Despite the reports that billets are sell- 
ing as low as $18 and $16 per ton in Pitts- 
burg no sales at these figures can be located. 
St. Louis’ New Pliate-Glass Company. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 16.—Now it is said 
that St. Louls is to have a $1,000,000 plate- 
glass manufacturing company. The story 
is that a number of local capitalists have 
been holding quiet meetings during the last 
few weeks, and as a result the incorporation 
papers of a big anti-trust company will 
probabty be filed before Jan. 1. One of the 
best known plate-glass manufacturers in 
the world has been here for some time look- 
ing over the ground. 

In all probability tlfe main plant will be 
located in East St. Louis. The general 
offices will be in this city. The proposed 
company will be organized to fight the plate- 
glass trust, known in the East as the Pitts- 
burg Window Glass company and in the 
West as the Western Glass company. 

Nearly all the parties in the present deal 
are St. Louisans, although considerable 
outside capital is interested. The capital 
stock, it is said, will be at least $1,000,000, 
although it may’ even reach a larger figure. 
The parties engineering the deal for the 
anti-trust company do not desire thelr iden- 
tity disclosed at present, as it might upset 
some of their plans. 

Coal Trust Turns the Screws. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 16.—A local coal 
dealer, who had been cutting rates and re- 
fused to enter the Kansas City coal trust, 
received a “‘ Kansas City rate card’”’ today 
which stated that unless he chose fo sell at 
the combine’s price he would be unable to 
obtain coal from the mines with which he 
had been dealing. The local dealer had an 
agreement with a Pittsburg, Kas., mine to 
serve him with coal, but this document the 
mine owners now claim is not binding. The 
boldness Of the trust has caused alarm 
among small dealers generally.

Discussion of the proposed changes in 
Stock Exchange rules occupied the time of 
the Governing committee of that body for 
an hour: yesterday and a special committee 
was authorized with C. C. Adsit as Chair- 
man to take up the. question, confer with the 
different parties in interest, and report at a 
special meeting of the Governing committee 


| to be held,.on Wednesday: of next. week. 


Mr. Adsit is one of the members of the spe- 
cial committee appointed at the meeting of 
brokers last week to bring the proposed 
changes ‘before the Governing ‘committee, 
The talk yesterday was of a change in pres- 
ent rules which would do away with the 
substitution sheet and in effect with account 
trading. 

The talk was for a change which would 
allow either the buying or selling of stocks 
to be delivered in thirty or sixty days, simi- 
lar to what is now called seller 30 and seller 


60 and buyer 30 and buyer 60. This would 


make each account an individug! transaction 
between two brokers. Where one broker 
bought and sold the same stock it would be 
possible for him to gubstitute other broker- 
age firms with: the consent of the parties in 
| interest. This would prevent the substitu- 
tion of a member or the exchange who 
might be insolvent or*undesirable and who 
might be unable to fulfill his contracts if the 
market went against him. It would still 
enable a broker to buy or sell stock in a 
speculative way and to have a cleaning up 
of the slate before the day set for the com- 
pletion of the contract. 

Another change proposed was the reduc- 
tion of the membership of the Governing 
committee from twenty-five to twelve, with 
the President an ex-officio member, voting 
only in the case of a tie. This proposition . 
met with the favor of many of the members. 
It was argued, however, it would not be the 
easiest matter in the world to get the com- 
mittee down to the smaller number... There 
are now twenty-four members, exclusive of 
the President, and the terms of eight of 
these expire in June. The suggestion was 
made no one be elected to fill the vacancies 
of retiring members in June and that this 
would reduce the number to sixteen. Other 
resignations might follow, otherwise it 
would take another year to bring about the 
further reduction in the number, The Govy- 
erning committee membership is parceled 
out among the various brokerage houses. 
Nearly all of the principal houses have one 
member, and there is'in addition a number 
of small brokers who. have membership in 
this committee. If a change is made it is 
erennee the entire membership will be re- 
vised, 

No Evidence of Wash Salem 

The Governing committee had before it 
some charges of wash sales brought against 
members. When the meeting was held there 
was no formal charge against any member. 
It was merely an investigation, and after a 
star chamber investigation of half an hour 
the whole matter was dropped. There was 
said to be no direct evidence upon which to 
base the tharges. The sales about which 
complaint was made were in North Chi- 
cago, and a quotation of 204% it is claimed 
had beem prearranged. The fact that this 
stock has since sold off to 200 rather took; 
the wind out of the sails of the pecple who 
claimed 204% as a market price was the re- 
sult of manipulation on the part of the 
bears. The whole thing was thro@n out of 
the Governing committee upon a hearing. 

The directors of the Western Stone com- 
pany will hold their regular monthly mect- 
ing today, at which there will be a dis- 
cussion of the proposed resumption of divi- 
dends. M. B. Madden, President of the com- 
pany, said yesterday he did not. believe divi- 
dends would be paid at this. time He 
thought it a better policy to wait before

York women out of about $2,000. 

One of the men is Graf Henri Kling, who 
gives his residence as Strassburg, Germany, 
and the other is Count: Lorenzo Mabes, who 
says he resides in Naples, Italy. Mabes is 
said to be the son of a millionaire brewer of 
Paris. 

A cablegram from Count Mabes’ father 
jlast night promised that an ample remit- 
tance to pay all debts would be sent at once. 

Mabes and Kling and the two women, who 
give their names as Alice Smith and Camille 
Boussart, have been boarding at Mrs. 
Wirth’s French boarding-house for about 
three weeks. The women, it is said, fur- 
nished the money which the noblemen spent. 

Mabes, it is said, was sent to America by 
his father, with a large sum of money to 
purchase a brewery either in New York or 
Chicago. Instead of buying the brewery, it 
is said, the two young men, neither of whom 
is over 28 years old, started to have a good 
time with the cash. They also became ac- 
quainted with Camille Boussart and Alice 
Smith. 

Women Supply the Funds. 

Not much is known of the two women, ex- 
cepting that they had plenty of money. 
When the noblemen had exhausted all their 
cash the women furnished what they needed. 
The four started for California three weeks 
ago, but only got as far as Chicago. Al- 
together, the women say, they have given 
up nearly $2,000; each advance of cash being 
met with promises of speedy remittance 
from the parents of the young men. 

A few days ago the women also ren short 
of cash. They told their story to Mrs, 
Wirth, to whom a considerable sum was ow- 
ing for board. Yesterday afternoon Mrs. 
Wirth reported the alleged swindle io Capt. 
Elliott at the Central] Station, and the two 
.noblemen were arrested by Detectives Mc- 
Carthy, Fay, and Howard. 

Mabes and Kling are far from having the 
appearance of professional swindlers, as 
they were regarded at first by the police. 
Their clothes are of foréign cut, their beards 
are trimmed in French style, and the Jan- 
guages they speak are those with which 
most of the Central Station detectives are 
unfamiliar. Both appear intelligent and 
refined. 

When the two men were taken in tow by 
the detectives they made a strong protest 
against being locked up. Kling tried to argue 
with the detectives in Frensh, and Mabes 
used all the English he could summon in 
translating his companion’s remarks and in 
talking for himself. 


Mabes Cables for Money. 

_ After they had beem locked up the women 
who had first made the complaint relented. 
Mabes had received what purported to bea 
cablegram yesterday morning in answer to 
one sent the day before by himself, asking 
his father to cable him 3,000 francs at once, 
The reply was dated “ Paris’’ and was 
Signed ‘**‘ Mabes’’. It merely inquired ‘in 
— to the request for money, “* What 
or?’’ 

After the arrest became known a number 
of French residents of the city, it was sald, 
called on Mrs. Wirth, who had caused the 
arrest, and told her the two young men 
were well known in Paris and that the 
father of each was amply able to help them 
out of their trouble. 

Mrs. Wirth then cabled to Paris that the 
two were in jail charged with swindling 
and that they would be released if a re- 
mittance sufficient to pay their bills was 
received. 

Mrs. Wirth received a cablegram late in 
the evening from the father of Count Mabes 
stating that money would be forwarded im- 
mediately and that all debts contracted by 
the son would be paid. 

Count Mabes denies flatly that he or his 
companion has ever perpetrated a swindle 
or that either is wanted for misdeeds in 
other cities. Heasserts that he served in the 
French army as an aid-de-camp, and came 
to this country to pursue gold mining and 
make his fortune, and that Graf Kling came 
to buy a brewery.

President Ellsworth said the statue would 
undoubtedly be ready for unveiling on July 
~2, the anniversary of the battle of Atlanta, 
jn which Gen. Logan participated, and in 
which took place the incident which is com- 
Anemorated by the statue. The General is 
represented on horseback bearing aloft in 
his hand a flag. The figures are of heroic 
Size and extremely spirited. 

Bids for the new conservatory to be erect- 
ed on the east side of Washington Park, at 
Fifty-sixth street, were opened. There 
were sixteen bids, which did not include 
heating machinery, which ran from $32,200, 
submitted by A.Motschuman, to $48,740, sub- 
mitted by William Golden & Sons. For the 
heating apparatus alone there were eight 
bids, the lowest one, $4,844, by Thomas Con- 
lin, and the highest, $10,735, by McGinnis, 
Bradley & Co. Contracts were ordered made 
with the lowest bidders. 

An ordinance was passed for the improve- 
ment of Jackson boulevard from Michigan 
avenue to the Chicago River. It provides 
for asphalt pavement, for a new approach to 
the bridge, and for a general improvement 
of the sidewalks. The estimated cost of the 
improvements is $63,192. On Jan. 13 the 
‘board will levy a special assessment against 
the contiguous property-owners. 

It was decided to allow winter speeding in 
Grand boulevard between Thirty-fifth and 
Thirty-ninth streets, and between Forty- 
seventh and Fifty-first streets. 

Lawyer W. 8S. Forrest, who was injured 
last fall by being thrown from his horse 
because of the latter stumbling over a chain 
stretched across the equestrian roadway 
sent a communication to the board stating 
that he would not press a suit for damages 
Provided he was given $1,000 and the chains 
across the roadways were removeh The 
matter was referred to President Elisworth 
and Attorney Mann. 

Some way of appropriately commemorat- 
ing the World’s Fair buildings was infor- 
mally discussed. It ‘was suggested their 
Sites be marked by stones at the corners, 
Stating their djmensions, and other facts. 


CHRISTMAS EVE IN LINCOLN PARK. 


Commissioner Henrici Has a Plan for 
a Grand Illumination. 
Commissioner Henrici of the Lincoln Park 
Board has a plan which he will propose at 
the special meeting of the board to be held 
next Wednesday to illuminate the park on 
Christmas eve by hanging as many electric 
lights as possible on the trees and around the 

buildings. 

At yesterday’s meeting the board heard 
the report of the committee’to ascertain the 
cost of improving that part of the Sheridan 
Road boulevard from Montrose boulevard 
to North Fifty-ninth street. It was re- 
ported that the cost to the property-owners 
would be $36,000, and as the latter had as- 
sented to the expenditure the attorney of 
the board was instructed to petition the 
County Court to make the levy. 

Property-owners along Grand avenue in 
North Edgewater have appealed to the board 
to accept the street and make it a boulevard, 
but they were sent a communication yester- 
day asking how much of the expense they 
would be willing to bear if the street were 
accepted by the Commissioners.

MARKET HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIVES 


Prices and Supplies of Fruits and Veg- 
etables Among the Dealers in 
South Water Street. 


The wholesale price of gilt-edged creamery 
butter has declined to 20 cents a pound. 
The weather is productive of a large yield of 
milk, making butter unusually cheap for 
this season of the year. The best dairy 
grade, known as Cooley’s, sells wholesale at 
17 cents a pound. 

Strictly fresh eggs cost in South Water 
street 18 cents a dozen, and most grocers re- 
tail them at 23 to 25 cents a dozen when 
fresh from the country. , 

Some nice tomatoes are coming from Cali- 
fornia and Florida. The choicest from Cali- 
fornia cost $2.50 for four-basket crates. 
Green string beans from Florida sell at $1.75 
a bushel, and wax beans at $2.50 a bushel 
when fancy. 

The best pineapples can be sold by the gTo- 
cer at 15 cents apiece. Mushrooms are 
cheaper than they have been for several 
weeks. The choicest can be had at 35 to 40 
cemts a pound. 

New turnips are in the market, but the 
supply is small. They sell at 20 to 25 cents 
a dozen. Old turnips cost 20 and 25 cents a 
bushel. Potatoes are down to a wholesale 
basis where the grocer can sell them at 25 
and 40 cents a bushel at a good profit. Sweet 
potatoes are held at $1.50 a barrel.

Officers and Soldiers from All Over the 
Northwest Will Attend a Ten- 
Day Session in Chicago.

In connection with the social work of the 
Salvation Army which Col. Thomas H. Hol- 
land has come to the city to inaugurate, in-

| REVIEW OLUB APPROVES THE IDEA 


AT A WEDNESDAY LUNCH, 


“Need of a Government Department 
of Commerce and Industry ” Is Dis- 
cussed by President Corey and A. 
H. Revell—Development of the 
Central and South American Trade 
and Opportunities Aforded by the 


Coming Paris Exposition. 


The Review club had its regular Wednee- 
day lunch, followed by a discussion, yester- 
day at the Wellington Hotel. Thetopic was 


“The Need of a Government Department of - 


Commerce and Industry.”’ G. J. Corey, the 
President of the qub, read a paper on this 
subject advocating the creation of such a 
department, and pointing out various chan- 
nels in which it might be of the greatest 
mtility at present and in the future. 

Mr. Corey, after referring to the necessity 
of opening the waterways of the country 
and of completing the Nicaragua Canal, and 
also of restoring the merchant marine of 
the country and saving to the people the 
$200,000,000 which they now pay for the 
transportation of their merchandise in for- 
eign bottoms, spoke as follows concerning 


the development df the Central and South 


American trade and of the opportunities 
offered by the approaching Paris Exposi- 
tion: 

“ Wherever else we might be at a disad- 
vantage, surely the American market in its 
broadest sense, inclusive of South and Cen- 
tral America, should be ours in every sense 
of the word. But so little do we share in 
their trade that when recently a body of 
representative manufacturers of the United 
Sates desired to visit the Argentine Repub- 
lic they had to go to England first and then 
recross the South Atlantic. Similarly all 
money transactions in this country with 
South and Central America are done through 
London. 

“Central and South America, Iiike 
Mexico, are being invaded with the most 
capable conqueror of revolutions yet de- 
vised—the railroad engineer and his loco- 
motive. Three of the smaller republics have 
already consolidated politically and more 
will probably follow. What is more sig- 
nificant, however, is that in another year 
four systems connecting the Pacific with the 
Atlantic Ocean in the Central American 
republics will have been constructed. The 
Mexican railroad system is nea the Re- 
public of Guatemala by way of Yucatan, 
and a line now under construction, known 
as the Northern Guatemala railway, will 
soon connect with the systems building 
southward in the Mexican Republic. Thus 
the noble dream of James G. Biaine of a 
pan-American railroad system appears to 
be well advaficed. The commercial oppor- 
tunities thus presented cannot be over- 
looked. 

Coming Paris Exposition. 

“The forthcoming exposition at Paris at 
the close of this century will furnish an op- 
portunity rarely if ever excelled in the 
world’s annals for a display of our resources 


» and industries. We not only owe France a 


conspicuous participation in this enter- 
prise, fn return for her magnificent division 
at the Columbian Exposition, but we owe it 
to ourselves as one of the leading producing 
and manufacturing nations of the globe. 
Nevertheless, it is a deplorable fact that 
heretofore all these great occasions abroad 
have been permitted to go past us practically 
unutilized. We have been present, but in 
such an utterly inadequate manner, com- 
pared with our resources and skill, as to 
make the intelligent American sojourner 
marvel at our deplorable iack of apprecia- 
tion of the opportunities thus presented. 

** Nevertheless, statistics prove that even 
with these meager exhibits our trade from 
abroad has seen a great, but always tem- 
porary, increase in all commodities thus ex- 
hibited. The truth is, that as a Nation we 
have been so intensely absorbed in our own 
internal, mainly Western, development, as 
to have but scant time and inclination for 
competition abroad, even if we had not large 
ly believed that such competition wae in its 
nature useless. All this has changed and is 
rapidly undergoing a complete transforma- 
tion. We have got to take our stand in the 
world’s market at large, and as soon as we 
have restored our own merchant marine we 
can do so on more than equal terms. 

“To begin with, we should not only make 
an unexcelled exhibit at Paris, commensur- 

ate with our resources and dignity as a Na- 
tion, but should follow up the same with the 
establishment of permanent exhibition quar- 
ters in all the leading centers of Purope. 
These places should be in charge of commer- 
cial experts equally at home on either side 
of the Atlantic and under the direct super- 
vision of the Department of Commerce at 
Washington Nothing short of national 
supervision will answer. This, then, would 
seem to be one of the many ways in which 
such a department would demonstrate its 
usefulness.”’ 


Indorsed by A. H. Revell. 


Resolutions in accordance with the Pres- 
ident’s address were offered by Jules Girar- 
din, and supported by A. H. Revell in a 
speech of some length. Mr. Revell pointed 
out the indisposition of the present mem- 
bers of the Cabinet to urge forward com- 
mercial enterprises, and their want of fitness 
for that work, as it required a specifically 
mercantile mind to do it. He said the whole 
history of this country showed that com- 
merce and industry have thrived; not by the 
assistance of the government, but in spite of 
it. Both Congress and the Cabinet, he said, 
had always been an obstruction and a dis- 
couragement to trade. He considered that 
incalculable advantages would accrue .-to 
this country from the creation of a depart- 
ment of commerce and industry, and putting 
it in charge of a Cabinet officer. 

After Mr. Revell had spoken Mr. Girar- 
din’s resolutions were adopted. 


FOR JUDICIAL PROCEDURE CHANGES. 


Petition Is Filed with the Supreme 
Court by C. L. Bonney Which Af- 
fects All State Tribunals. 


Cc. L. Bonney yesterday filed with the Su- 
preme Court at Springfield a petition for the 
adoptiom of certain rules of judicial pro- 


cedure. 

One rule requires the publication in the 
State reports of the reports required by the 
Constitution to be made on Jan. 1 every year 
by all Supreme Court Judges. Another gives 
trial Judges the option of giving either oral 
or written instructions to petit juries. 

Rules Nos. 1 and 2 in Mr. Bonney’s peti- 
tion are as follows: 

‘‘ Legislative acts creating courts, provid- 
ing the times and places of holding court, 
changing judicial divisions and districts, fix- 
ing salaries of Judges, providing for appeals, 
defining appellate jurisdiction of Circuit 
Courts, and providing probate and criminal 
court jurisdiction, are mandatory on all 
courts of this State. ° 

** All other legislative acts relating to the 
proceedings of the judicial department, to 
be taken subsequent to the time at which 
this department shall obtain jurisdiction of 
the person and the subject-matter, shall be 
construed by all courts as directory merely, 
and will be followed as a matter of courtesy 
in the discretion of the court.” 

Mr. Bonney also makes a number of sug- 
gestions embodying his ideas of judiciary 
reform. He wants all judicial officers to be 
appointed by the Governor and removed 
when necessary by the General Assembly. 
These suggestions touch upon all phases of 
the judiciary system in this State.

FOOD FOR THE STARVING IN INDIA. 


Mark Lane Express Reports of Euro- 
pean, Indian, and South Americaw 
Grain Crops—Extent of Famine. 


London, Deo, 14.~The Mark Lane Express, 
fn its crop report today, says that the rather 
heavy rainfall of December is welcome 
and will give the November-sown grain a 
hopeful start. ‘“‘ Spain,” it continues, “ has 
enjoyed an extremely heavy 1 since 


of that arid peninsula is likely to bé.very 
great. Central Europe has seen a rapid risa 
of temperature and rather heavy rainfall.”’ 

Referring to the Indian outlook it says: 
“The Indian rains are too late to allow of 
anything Hke the average area of sown 
wheat for 1897.” 

Regarding the South American outlook, it 
says that the new wheat is now reaping in 
the warmer _provinces of Argentina, and 
that from 300,000 to 400,000 quarters may be 
vex pécted from Montevideo. 

Concerning the depression here, the paper 
says: “‘The quantities forced on an un- 
willing market in damp, close weather ac- 
count for the depressed English markets, 
the downward tendency being aided by the 
government crop estimates, which has 
weight, though it is generally regarded 
as excessive. Foreign wheat has been af- 
fected by the vigorous competition of the 
home supply, but the dependence of Great 
Britain on imported produce is now so heavy 
that the natural facets of the position are 
bound to tell ere Jong, the facts being that , 
the total production of the world in 1806 is | 
barely equal to the total requirements, and 
the reserves, though considerable, are being 
steadily worked.” 

In conclusion the paper predicts that a re- 
covery of prices is probable within a week of 
anything like seasonably wintry weather. 

According to the Calcutta dispatch to the 
Times, thé official weather forecast predicts 
that the winter rains will be generally nor- 
mal, with perhaps a slight excess in — 
India and Rangoon. More than 30,000 pe 
sons are dependent on the relief works’ in 
Upper Burmah, where the scarcity is wide- 
spread. Fortunately the paddy crop is now 
reaping in the lower province. It is esti- 
mated that 1,800,000 tons of rice are available 
for export. 

The Calcutta Englishman of Nov. 25 con- 
tends that the home offieials are utterly at 
faut in regard to the dimensions of the 
famine in India. It says that practically 
every province is involved, and that such 
errors at the outset may result in irretrieva- 
ble disaster and suffering before the crisis 
is over.
